Governor of that Part of Great Britain and Ireland called Ireland. 



Prevention of Crime and Outrage Act. 



Memorial on behalf of the Tenantry of Barnahown, near the Police Station of 
Araglin, on the Boundaries of the Counties of Cork and "Waterford, 

Humbly sheweth, as follows : 

That we are tenants on the estate of Nathaniel Buckley, Esq., who became 
our landlord by purchase in 1873, and are now placed under a Government tax 
for expenses of constabulary, sent to protect Mr. Bridge, the agent of our said 
landlord. 

That said Mr. Bridge is also agent of other lands. 

That out of H) tenantry in said district of Barnahown, all but nine are 
recipients of poor law relief in the union of Clogheen, in the county of Tipperary , 
and consequently unable to pay this police tax. # 

That a more distressed or poverty-stricken people do not exist amongst Her 
Majesty’s subjects than we now are. _ . 

That our holdings are wretched boggy mountainous and waste lands in the 
wild glens of Araglin. 

That up to the year 1874 we were happy and prosperous tenants, when our 
rents were greatly increased, and in some instances trebled. 

2,6. That 
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That we quietly submitted to this, and accepted a lease for 31 years, in 
which every right, claim, privilege or demand for compensation are strictly 
reserved from us. 

That we are still quiet, peaceable, loyal, and submissive to the laws of the 
land. 

That we have never, nor has any of us practised or suffered any intimida- 
tion or threat, or otherwise acted disrespectfully towards our said landlord or 
his agent. 

That, unfortunately, about the month of April last our said agent was shot 
at, near his residence in the county of Limerick, as our agent himself alleged 
and confirmed, not in our district , hut over 15 miles away in another part of the 
country. 

That Memorialists had no knowledge of, or connection or sympathy with, 
the criminal in any sense, nor was lie harboured nor housed nor concealed by 
us in any way whatsoever. 

That said outrage not having been committed in our poor district or county, 
and the perpetrator thereof not being of our locality or county, we humbly 
crave your Excellency’s gracious remission of said pecuniary punishment, by 
relief from payments of said constabulary charges and taxation. 

That otherwise 19 poor families, 10 of whom have already got tickets for 
poor law relief as aforesaid, will be wholly destitute, and pauperised by a con- 
tinuance of said taxation and charges. 



Finally, we humbly crave, your Excellency’s consideration to the foregoing 
case, and our signatures and those of others attached, and beg immediate relief, 
and Memorialists will ever pray.
